PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  Josiab  Sanders  at  the  Office  of

I,  Josiah  Sanders,  of  Bristol,  in  the  County  of  Somerset,  Truss  Maker, 
5  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improvements  in 
Trusses  for  Supporting  Parts  of  the  Human  Body  ”  to  be  as  follows  : — 

These  improvements  relate  to  the  springs  of  trusses  employed  for  causing 
pressure  of  the  pad  or  pads  of  the  truss  against  the  part  or  parts  to  be 
supported  thereby;  and  these  improvements  consist  in  making  such  said 
1 0  springs  in  the  form  of  a  double  spiral,  the  smaller  diameter  being  at  about 
midway  of  the  entire  length  of  the  spring,  similar  to  the  springs  employed 
in  the  seats  of  furniture.  The  spring  thus  formed  is  placed  within  the  pad, 
and  is  capable  of  being  rendered  more  or  less  powerful  by  means  of  a  screw 
connected  therewith.
